The trial of Joseph Ellard (164), Killinane, 
Leighlinbridge, County Carlow, who is 
charged with the murder of Thomas Francis 
Moore (24), by setting fire to the thatch of 
the house in which the child was, staying 
at Killinane on November 23rd last, was 
continued yesterday. 
Mr. R. McLoughlin, K.C., and Mr. §. 
Kecly (instructed by the Chief State Solici- 
tor), appeared for the State; and Mr. M. J. 
Connolly, K.C., and Mr. R. O’Hanrahan 
{instructed by Mr. J. Foley), for the defence. 
Patrick Murphy, nephew of John. and 
James Donoghue, joint owners of the house 
which was burned, described how he found 
ithe corner of the thatch alight on November 
Sth. Before going to bed that night he went 
out to see if the was out, and when near 
the back of the house he heard footsteps in 
ia nearby field. After that his uncles and 
he kept. watch. On November 23rd. they 


‘looked over the house at about 9 p.m. (old 
}time), but did. not find anything wrong. 


When he returned from Mass the 905 yo 
morning the roof had been burned and ha 
en ‘in. 

James Somers, farmer, Killinane, said 
Ellard often visited his house. He was there 
from 8 p.m. to about 10 p.m. (old time) on 
November 9th, and from 8 p.m. to. about 
9.40 p.m. (old time) on November 23rd. He 
fixed the time from the radio programme. 
He told .Mr. Connolly that he had never 
heard of any bad fee in the neighbour- 
hood against the Donoghues. .Mrs. Somers 
corroborated, and an,announcer from Radio 
Eireann gave evidence about the times at 
which items were broadcast - on November 


23rd. 
HELPED TO EXTINGUISH

Joseph Ellard said that on 23rd November 
his son left the house at about 6.20 p.m., 
and returned home at about €.55 p,m. (old 
time). He helped to extinguish the fire. 

Cross-examined, Ellard said that he and 
his son slept in the same room. They got 
up at about 8 a.m. on November 24th. e 
saw “'Joe” at, Donoghues, carrying water 
to extinguish the fire. James Donoghue said 
that no local man had set the place on fire; 
it was not a “chap” who did it, but

Sergeant P. Geraghty, Leighlinbridge, gave 
evidence that Ellard made a statement which 
he (witness) wrote down in a field, and which 
Ellard signed. 

Mr. Connolly objected to the admission of 
the statement on the grounds that it was 
obtained through cross-examination of the 
boy and by ‘“‘trap questions’’ put to him 
in the field, where he was for at least three 
hours. He also objected on the grounds that 
it was not a voluntary statement. 

After legal argument—during which the 
jury retired—the Court adjourned until to- 


day.
